Lee Supervisors Vote 17-6 for 
New 'Matching 'Highway Tax 


5-Cent Levy 
Authorized 
By New Law 


Okay Measure in 
Trial Vote; Would 
Bring in $70,000 


The Lee county board of 


supervisors Thursday after- 
noon discussfed the possible 
levy of a new five-cent 
"matching'-' tax talked about 
secondary road weight limits, 
disposed of routine business 
and adjourned until Nov. 9. 


County Clerk Sterling D. Schrock 


also told the board members that 
the department of revenue is pro- 
posing a tax ' multiplier -for Lee 
county next year that would be 
nearly, eight percent higher than 
last year. 
, . ••": 


Because of recent action by the 


legislature, the county board of 
supervisors have power to approve 
the levy of the five-cent matching 
tax without a referendum vote. 


Fred Leake. county superintend- 


ent of highways, explained that 
the tax receipts would be used to 
match federal aid money for fed- 
eral aid secondary road purposes. 


One of the sponsors of the bill 


was Rep. Charles A:\Willetti Dix-. 
on. 


17-6 Vote 


At the request of the finance 


committee, the board approved the 
tax by a 17 to 6 trial vote. Six 
members of the board were absent 
when the vote was taken. 


The official yote on the proposed 


tax will be held during the No- 
vember meeting when the finance 
committee makes its recommenda- 


on. 
Leake explained that such a tax 


would bring in about 570,000 a 
year. He explained he expects to 
have 5138,000 in federal aid money 
next year. 


Under the present system, fed- 


eral aid money is used to pay half 
he cost of an improvement, the 
county pays 27 per cent and the 
state pays the remaining 23 per 
cent. 


Leake said the passage of this

which seeks detachment. That fig- 
ure-represents about 7-t per cent 
of the legal voters living in the 
area, as determined in a census 
conducted by the petition carriers. 
Sixty-six per cent of the voters is 
required for such a petition. 


Minimum 1$ 2,000 


Tile census also shov.-,s a popula- 


tion of 2.1-U in the area. State law 
requires a. minimum of 2.000 pop- 
ulation for organization of a new 
community unit district. The law 
also requires that the valuation of 


I property in-a new district be at 
least 56,000,000. The petitioners say 
ihe area involved has a valuation 
of about 512,000.000. 


The petition is the second this 


3~ear seeking the same goal. On 
May 20. a petition with 901 names 
was filed. The earlier petition died 
when a nsw state law was passed, 
changing- the filing requirements 
for such petitions. The law speci- 
fied that all pending petitions were 
void.

Cold? Snow

LARAMTE, Wyo. — UP) — 


Skilled climbers fought .bitter 
cold and winds on a snow- 
covered mountain today to. 
retrieve the bodies of 66 per- 
sons killed Thursday in the 
worst commercial airline 
crash in U. S. history. 


Their goal was the near-perpen- 


dicular south face of 12,005-foot 
Medicine Bow Peak, where

United Air Lines DC4 crashed 
within an hour after leaving Den- 
ver for Salt Lake City and San 


'rancisco. The flight originated 


Wednesday night in New York 
City. 


Count 50 Bodies 


Rescuers who struggled through 


deep snow and up the precipitous 
peak Thursday counted about 50 
bodies before rising winds and 
darkness forced their retreat. They 
descended to a base camp slightly 
more than a mile from the tragic 
scene. 


The big four-engine plane car- 


ried a crew of three and 65 pas- 
sengers, including 17 Air Force 
inductees and two infants. 


Among the dead were five wom- 


en members of the Salt Lake City 
Mormon Tabernacle choir, •which 
recently concluded a concert tour 
of Europe.

The toll exceeds the nation's 


previous commercial air disaster 
record of 5» killed in the crash 
of a Northwest Airlines DC4 in 
Lake Michigan June 24, 1950. 


The worst air crash of any type 


was an Air Force C124 transport 
near Tokyo June 18, 1953, in which

The Doctor Says 


Anesthesia Merciful Boon 
To Suffering Mankind

1 A correspondent writes that she 
has had repeated gall bladder at- 
tacks and has been advised to 
have her gall bladder removed. 
This she. intends -to do. but wants 
some information concerning spin- 
al anesthesia which the surgeon 
says he wants to use. This ques- 
tion raises the subject of anes- 
thesia in general, which might be 
of interest to others. 


First, on the subject. «f spinal 


anesthesia: This is a method of 
injecting- a chemical substance 
into the lower part of- the -spinal 
canal. It results in laclc of sen- 
sation in the lower part of the 
body while leaving the patient 
conscious. It is being used widely 
and is helpful in many types of 
sui^ery and is sometimes used in 
childbirth. If Mrs. M. has con- 
fidence in her surgeon, which she 
says she has. then she can safely 
leave it to him as to whether this 
is the best anesthesia to use in 
her particular case.

Wlven a limb had to be amputa- 
ted it was done without benefit of 
pain-relieving drugs. Tliis was. of 
course, a terrific ordeal for both 
the patient and surgeon.

, ROMK—The tourist season Is over and the naively gaping, -.huf. 
fliiip horde from many nations has thinned out and I take this occasion 
to advise you, nmonK oilier matters, that the manners of the current 
pcncratlon of Americans abroad show a great improvement over those 
of the drunks and licentious bums, of both sexes, who infested Paris 


like iii.seots on something unclean during; prohibition. 


The tourists of all nations whom 1 saw in Paris, 


Geneva and Rome were youngish in the main, with 
the appearance of collegers, and 
most of them 


seemed to be doing it second class and having a 
food time without getting plastered and yelling; yip- 
pee. 
Frankly, however, they were a little too dam 


unpretentious, because most of the males went with- 
out neckties or jackets and with their shirttails dan- 
gling, and many wore exceedingly short shorts even 
in the lobbies of deluxe hotels. This is disgusting to 
the civilized beholder and not good publicity for the 


USA. To be sure, it is being done in the lobbies of the Waldorf now- 
adays in summer, but that doesn't justify it and one reason why some 
of our people who otherwise might go to a New York play once in a 
while resolutely don't is that the audiences dress like tramps and be- 
have worse. 


These Americans, both at home and on tour, may have no doubt 


of their loyalty and many probably have service records. Yet, it is a 
tact that the approach of Communism in countries which got infested 
was always attended by an aggressive let-down in conventional man- 
ners and dress. 


One of the head-waiters in the 


Excelsior, in Rome, one day shooed 
out a party of Americans because 
the men had neither jackets nor 
ties. They had an experience of 
this sort of thing in Edinburgh re- 
cently when Ian Wallace, of the 
Glyndebourne Opera Company, ral- 
lied some reporters and told them 
the company would like to see 
higher standards of dress. Marko 
Roihmuller, a Jugfo-Slav singer, 
said the occasion deserved "at 
least a cie<m shirt." Things have 
come to a minor crisis when a Ju- 
g-o-blav has grounds to complain on 
slovenly dies.= in an audience, 
but Wallace made an issue by in- 
sisting that some men had shown 
up without jackets and that "a 
well-dressed audience created a 
sense of occasion on both sides of 
the footlights.'' 


About the same time, in Rome, 


the Rome American, a conserva- 
tive paper of emphatic left-wing 
editorial flavor, published a letter 
be wailing the neon aspect of the 
new Rome and relating- that an 
ambassador of a European country 
had said he was "truly shocked by 
the degrading; changes." This let- 
ter also complained that swells 
from motor-boats in Venice were 
not only "undermining: the palaces 
but making it almost impossible 
to enter and leave a 
gondola 


safely." 


Further on the subject of the 


jeopardy of ancient works there has 
"oeen noticeable damage to the 
Roman aqueduct, in spots, and to 
other antiquities caused by the 
\ibration. of truck and bus traffic. 
There seems to be r.o remedy ex- 
cept to detour these big machines 
and, in a city with monuments on 
every hand, that will be risicy work 
for any political party. Even in St. 
Peter's, a • few yards inside the 
entrance, on the right as one faces 
the altar, some marble has been 
chipped from a mass of pillars but 
possible by mishap indoors rather 
ihan vibration outside". There is 
no heavy traffic in the great plaza, 
anyway. 


This Rome Daily American is a 


droll affair. Ray vir Den, a right- 
wing fire-eater of the Dutch Treat 
Club in New York, bought it cheap 
from Doris Duke who had let it 
run down end declared that, from 
now on, Americans in Europe and 
those Europeans who read the Par- 
edition of the Herald Tribune were 
going to get the real political com- 
plexion and pulse of true Amer- 
icans. 


The H-T has a habit of lifting 


editorial from the Louisville Cour- 
ier-Journal, the Washington Post, 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch and the 
Christian Science Monitor, which 
has submerged its old character 
of a religious organ in the harsh 
poltical partisanship of Erwin Can- 
ham, a noisy anti-anti-Communist 
of the Joe-Must-Go school. But. as 
I wrote before, vir Den paid con- 
ventional tribute to conservative 
Republican principles by buying 
George Sokolsky- and. for the rest, 
want as far left as the H-T, if not 
further. And when the hurricane- 
flood hit Ke\v England, the great 
Roman" outpost of the American 
spirit hopped to the chance to suc- 
cor the afflicted by raising a re- 
lief "fund" -which went so badly 
Uiat gifts of S300 during the whole 
week-end were described *« "a. 
torrent/' After two weeks, the Jrittv 


finally reached "almost" $2,000, 
\vhereat the American rang down 
the curtain with an cditonal which 
said. " 'Thank you' seems inade- 
quate, but if we dared go beyond 
that we would become too emo- 
tional to maice sense." 


There is a fine opportunity here 


for a truly aggressive American 
paper devoted to real Republican 
principles which never find the 
faintest expression. 


But, vir Den immediately threw 


in with Clare Luce and her little 
husband. The American is a pub- 
licity sheet for the ambasciatrice 
and for political persons and pro- 
positions much closer to the Roose- 
veli-Truman caval than Robert Taft 
or Herbert Hoover.

Thus, a* long as you live, your 
body requires fuel.

the plan from the standpoint of the 
taxpayers. 


Sproul referred to th« increased 


school tax in Dixon township, one 
approved by a two to one vote in a 
recent special referendum, while 
Anderson said he was against 
more road taxes. 


Milton1 Vaupel, 
supervisor 
of 


Bradford township, said he was not 
in favor of higher taxes but could 
not advocate waiting1 until 
an 


emergency before levying the tax. 
He voted for it in th« test ballot. 


The board voted to refer the 


matter of road weight limits to the 
road and bridge committee for 
further study. They are to make a 
report during the November meet- 
ing. 


The question of whether or not 


the present limit was fair arose 
when Edward Hollenbeck, super- 
visor of Nelson township, told of 
alleged illegal practices by some 
truckers in his township and asked 
why certain truckers are allowed 
to "get away with it." 


Not Caught 


Leake explained that the only 


reason some truckers are alleged- 
ly "getting away" with exceeding 
the load limit is because they 
haven't been caught. 


He said that both he and the 


county authorities are impowered 
to arrest any trucker operating an 
overweight truck. He added that 
violators 
will be arrested and 


fined. 


J. Clark Hess, assistant super- 


visor of Dixon township, said the 
trend is for larger equipment in 
trucking. 


Elmer 
Miller, 
supervisor 
of 


China township, said he believed 
that the present 
eight-ton live 


load limit is unfair and advocated 
a uniform law for 
inter-county 


commerce. 


He said the board should con- 


sider increasing the load limit 
from eight to 12 tons for three- 
axle trucks. 


Leake explained, "I'm trying to 


protect our roads." He added that 
the seconday roads in Lee county 
aren't built for heavy loads. 


Increase Not Definite 


Shrock said the proposed multi- 


plier increase is not definite and 
told of how he and the board of 
review members argued to have it 
lowered to at least last year's fig- 
ure. 


Schrock also told of talking to 


the "top men" in the department 
recently when he attended the 
county clerk'g convention in Spring- 
field. 


The purpose of a county multi- 


plier is to raise a county's asses- 
sed valuation to a level the rev- 
enue department feels is compat- 
ible with surrounding counties. 


It is based on the difference be- 


tween the assessed value and the 
actual resale value. The assessed 
value is'supposed to be nearly 100 
per cent of the resale value. 


For example, if assessed valua- 


tion of a farm is $10,000 and it 
could be sold for $15,000, then the 
assessed valuation ".is too low. 


The assessed valuation of prop- 


erty in the county-would be com- 
pared to the resalt value of prop- 
erty as a whole anc then compar- 
ed to the assessment level in sur- 
rounding counties. 


The difference in the compari- 


son would determine the county 
multiplier. 


Hints Expansion 


Anderson told the board that 


the county nursing home is getting 
crowded and the problem is get- 
ting bigger every day; He hinted 
that an expansion program would 
soon be necessary. 


He also brought up the possibil- 


ity of installing a water softener 
in the nursing home. The proposal 
was referred to the nursing home 
committee for study and a recom- 
mendation.

are concerned, there's little doubt 
that they would favor a nod to Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon. 


Avoid Discussions 


During these past two critical 


weeks of the President's illness, 
the Republicans have shied away 
from public discussions of what 
might happen if Eisenhower fin- 
ishes out his term and then retires 
to his farm at Gettysburg to enjoy 
the life of an "elder statesman" 
and country squire. 


But in private the GOP strate- 


gists are discussing- the practical 
facts of political life and what the 
political scene will look like with- 


out Kisenhowpr. They are not as 
optimistic in private about Eisen- 
hower running" *as they have been 
in public. 


One man who sits in the GOP 


councils, and knows whereof he 
speaks, hps this to say: 


"A lot of us think Eisenhower 


will have to pick the nominee if 
we are to avoid a fight. Unless he 
does, we will be cutting ourselves 
to pieces by next spring in the 
maneuvering to line up convention 
votes, and in the presidential pref- 
erence primaries. 


"This kind of fight isn't going to 


do the party any good. We'll need 
all the unity we can get, and i', 
will be up to Eisenhower to see 
that we are united. 


"I'm not saying Eisenhower can 


name his man and get him the 
nomination without a contest. I'm 
not sure any president ever can 
do that when he's retiring and 
leaving the field open. 


"But 
if Eisenhower lets 
his 


choice be known early in the year, 
it vvould scare off some hopefuls 
and make it much easier for us 
to get behind Ike's man. This is 
the only way I know to avoid a 
fight."
